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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

L  I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  report  on  the  Health  of  the  School  Child  in  War¬ 
wickshire  during  1956.  Perusal  of  the  following  pages  shows  that  the  standard  of  health 
of  the  school  child  is  improving.  During  the  past  decade  the  smaller,  well-planned  family 
and  a  fuller  appreciation  of  child  health  and  care,  together  with  such  things  as  school  milk 
and  meals,  prophylactic  immunisations  and  vaccinations,  early  detection  and  treatment  of 
defects,  have  all  helped  to  make  children  in  school  healthier  and  stronger. 

The  number  of  poliomyelitis  cases  amongst  school  children  during  the  year  was  low, 
but  this  small  figure  cannot  be  attributed  to  the  new  poliomyelitis  vaccinations  which  were 
started  during  the  year.  The  supplies  of  vaccine  were  small  at  first  and  in  consequence 
only  just  under  2,000  school  children  could  be  immunised. 

It  is  interesting  to  see  that  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  rapidly  decreasing,  but  the 
notification  of  other  types  of  tuberculosis  remains  at  a  similar  level  to  that  in  1955. 

Nearly  half  the  number  of  deaths  of  school  children  during  the  year  were  attributable 
to  accidents,  the  majority  of  these  being  associated  with  motor  vehicles.  All  accidents  are, 
of  course,  preventable  and  it  is  distressing  to  think  that  in  spite  of  the  commendable  efforts 
being  put  forward  there  is  so  little  improvement. 

An  important  event  during  the  school  year  was  the  opening  of  a  day  school  in  Nun¬ 
eaton,  designed  especially  for  subnormal  boys  and  girls.  This  is  the  first  entirely  new  building 
which  has  been  erected  in  Warwickshire  for  the  education  of  a  special  group  of  handicapped 

children. 

2.  School  Population. 

There  are  now  80,084  school  children  on  the  rolls  of  Warwickshire  schools.  This  was 
an  increase  of  3,403  on  the  1954/55  figure  (76,681). 

Table  3  shows  the  increase  which  has  taken  place  in  the  school  population  from  the 
year  1951/52  to  the  year  1955/56.  It  will  be  seen  that,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  certain  Areas 
have  large  new  estates,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  school  children  in  the  various  areas 
of  the  County  is  not  confined  to  these.  The  average  overall  increase  was  20%,  the  highest 
area  increase  being  28%  in  Sutton  Coldfield  and  the  lowest  13%  in  the  Southern  Area.  It 
is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  spite  of  the  huge  estate  built  by  Birmingham  in  the  Meriden 
district,  the  school  population  in  that  area  only  increased  by  21%,  whereas  the  much 
larger  Central  Area  increased  its  school  population  by  20%  without  the  erection  of  any 
huge  estate. 

3.  School  Medical  Examinations. 

A  routine  medical  examination  is  carried  out  on  at  least  3  occasions  during  a  child’s 
school  life,  and  additional  examinations  are  made  when  necessary.  The  3  routine  inspections 
are  carried  out  (a)  soon  after  entering  school  at  5  years,  (b)  at  11+,  and  (c)  at  14 +.  A 
change  in  the  second  age-group  from  10+  to  11+  came  into  effect  in  January,  1956,  to 
enable  children  to  be  examined  on  their  entry  to  a  Secondary  Modern  or  Grammar  School. 
This  concentrated  the  children  for  examination,  thereby  saving  time  and  duplication. 

The  number  of  children  examined  at  the  periodic  medical  inspections  (including  the 
special  schools)  in  1956,  was  23,300,  a  decrease  of  2,067  on  the  1955  figure  of  25,367.  This 
decrease  was  due  to  the  change  in  the  second  age-group.  Additional  examinations  (where 
specially  requested  by  parents  or  teachers)  totalled  4,211  compared  with  4,703  in  1955,  and 
re-inspections  (for  check-up  purposes  on  a  child  previously  examined)  totalled  12,632  com¬ 
pared  with  12,481  in  1955. 

The  total  number  of  defects  found  to  require  treatment  in  1956  (excluding  special 
schools)  was  1,752,  a  similar  proportion  of  the  total  number  examined  as  the  1955  figure 
of  1,907.  The  number  requiring  observation  only  in  1956  was  9,027,  which  amounted  to 
40%  of  the  total  number  examined.  In  1955  this  figure  was  9,039  36%. 
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Of  the  1,752  defects  requiring  treatment,  49%  were  Eye  defects,  16%  Orthopaedic, 
and  14%  Nose  and  Throat. 

Last  year  a  comment  was  made  on  the  large  decrease  that  had  occurred  in  recent 
years  in  the  proportion  of  Nose  and  Throat  defects  requiring  treatment.  This  proportion 
continued  to  decrease  in  1956. 

4.  Physical  Condition  of  Pupils  Inspected. 

At  each  routine  medical  inspection,  an  assessment  is  made  as  to  the  physical  condition 
of  each  child.  In  previous  years,  the  classification  has  been  divided  into  3  categories,  “  Good,” 
“  Fair  ”  and  “  Poor.”  In  1956,  this  was  amended  to  2  categories  only,  “  Satisfactory  ”  and 
“  Unsatisfactory,”  and  this  revealed  that  91%  of  the  children  were  regarded  as  being  in  a 
satisfactory  physical  condition  (children  from  Special  Schools  being  included  in  this  figure). 

5.  Eye  Defects. 

During  the  year,  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  eye  defects  requiring  treat¬ 
ment  and  observation.  The  number  requiring  treatment  amounted  to  862  in  1956  (38  per 
1,000  examined),  compared  with  983  (40  per  1,000  examined)  in  1955.  Those  requiring 
observation  totalled  1,957  (87  per  1,000  examined)  in  1956  and  2,306  (94  per  1,000)  in  1955. 

This  decrease  was  reflected  in  the  number  seen  at  eye  clinics,  and  in  the  number 

prescribed  spectacles.  Last  year  a  comment  was  also  made  on  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
new  cases  prescribed  spectacles,  and  this  decrease  appears  to  be  continuing.  The  number 
of  new  cases  prescribed  spectacles  in  1956  was  954  out  of  a  school  population  of  80,084  (11.9 
per  1,000  on  school  roll)  compared  with  1,102  (14.4  per  1,000)  in  1955.  In  1951  it  was  at  the 
level  of  17  per  1,000. 

6.  Orthoptic. 

The  two  County  Council  Clinics  in  the  Central  and  Southern  Areas  continued  to  provide 
treatment  in  the  form  of  re-educational  exercises  for  those  children  suffering  from  squint. 
In  some  cases  orthoptic  treatment  alone  is  considered  sufficient,  but  in  other  cases  a  com¬ 
bination  of  surgery  and  orthoptic  treatment  is  necessary. 

During  1956,  323  children  were  treated,  181  of  these  being  new  cases.  A  total  of 

1,334  attendances  were  made  by  these  children.  Of  those  discharged  during  the  year,  57 

had  full  binocular  vision  restored,  whilst  38  were  partially  cured  or  cosmetically  improved. 

Children  in  other  areas  of  the  County  are  provided  for  by  the  services  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

7.  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Examinations. 

The  number  of  children  suffering  from  chronic  infection  of  adenoids  and  tonsils  and 
requiring  operation  in  1956  was  similar  to  the  number  in  the  previous  year,  but  as  the  school 
population  had  increased,  the  number  per  1,000  during  1956  showed  a  slight  improvement, 
namely  23.4  per  1,000  as  against  23.7  per  1,000  in  1955.  Just  over  one  quarter  of  these  cases 
were  referred  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  or  Medical  Officers  working  in  school 
clinics. 

A  glance  at  Table  7  shows  that  there  has  been  an  overall  decrease  in  the  operative 
rate  in  the  County  of  approximately  one  third  during  the  last  5  years.  The  variation  in 
the  County  Area  rates  ranged  from  19  to  69  per  1,000  in  1952,  but  in  1956,  this  range  was 
reduced  to  15  to  45  per  1,000.  The  largest  decrease  occurred  in  the  Eastern  Area,  where 
the  rate  was  halved.  In  Sutton  Coldfield,  the  North-Western  Area  and  Solihull,  the  rate 
decreased  approximately  one  third,  but  as  will  be  noted,  the  Sutton  Coldfield  rate  is  still 
high — 45  per  1,000  compared  with  the  overall  County  rate  of  23.4. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Education  is  desirous  of  making  a  very 
much  closer  study  of  tonsillectomy  rates  throughout  the  country,  and  in  consequence  has 
asked  for  information  regarding  all  children  in  school  who  have  had  tonsillectomy  at  any 
time  during  their  life.  It  is  hoped  that  this  investigation  will  give  sufficient  information 
for  an  intensive  study  into  the  widespread  variations  of  rates. 
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8.  Speech  Therapy. 

During  1956,  766  children  were  seen  at  the  Speech  Therapy  Clinics.  Of  these,  331 
were  new  cases,  an  increase  of  56  on  the  1955  figure  of  275.  There  was  a  slight  decrease 
in  the  total  number  of  attendances  and  sessions  held  in  1956,  due  to  a  delay  in  the  replace¬ 
ment  of  the  part-time  Speech  Therapist  at  the  Tudor  Grange  and  Olton  Clinic. 

An  assessment  has  been  made  of  the  speech  defective  rate  per  1,000  school  children 
on  roll  in  the  various  types  of  schools,  and  it  was  found  that  9.6  per  thousand  were  in  Primary 
Schools,  3.1  per  1,000  in  Secondary  Modern  or  Grammar  Schools  and  120.3  per  1,000  in  Special 
Schools.  As  would  be  expected,  the  greatest  incidence  is  concentrated  in  the  Special  Schools. 

The  type  of  defect  found  to  require  treatment  in  the  Primary  Schools  (amounting  to 
some  500  or  more  children)  is  mainly  of  the  emotional  type.  This  places  an  extra  burden 
on  the  child  at  the  beginning  of  his  school  life,  and  if  left  untreated  produces  backwardness 
and  emotional  disturbance.  It  is,  therefore,  desirable  to  correct  such  defects  as  early  as 
possible. 

During  1956,  181  children  were  discharged,  98%  of  these  being  cured  or  much  improved. 

9.  Orthopaedic  Service. 

All  children  with  orthopaedic  defects  are  referred  to  orthopaedic  surgeons.  These 
surgeons  usually  attend  at  special  children’s  clinics  at  hospitals  or  at  certain  school  clinics. 
The  County  Council  employs  four  phjrsiotherapists,  three  whole-time  and  one  part-time,  but 
very  considerable  assistance  is  given  by  the  physiotherapists  of  the  Coleshill  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  who  are  entirely  responsible  for  the  surgeons’  and  after-care  clinics  at  Riversley 
Park,  Atherstone  and  Stratford-on-Avon. 

Children  who  are  discharged  from  hospital  but  remain  immobile  are  visited  in  their 
own  homes,  where  plasters  and  splints  are  changed  and  adjusted  and  advice  given  to  parents 
regarding  suitable  exercises. 

One  physiotherapist  is  resident  at  Exhall  Grange  School  and  is  fully  employed  there. 
This  service  to  handicapped  children  is  invaluable,  and  many  of  the  children  since  taking 
up  residence  have  made  a  remarkable  improvement.  The  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  from  the 
Coventry  &  Warwickshire  Hospital  holds  a  clinic  in  the  school,  thus  avoiding  the  transport 
of  these  children  into  the  centre  of  Coventry. 

Twice  weekly  an  ambulance  full  of  orthopaedic  cases  from  Tudor  Grange  School  travels 
to  the  Leamington  Pump  Rooms,  where  some  ten  of  these  small  children  have  special  treatment 
in  water.  This  facility  is  being  extended  to  the  children  at  Exhall  Grange  early  in  the  new 
year.  All  these  children  are  under  the  direct  care  of  a  specialist,  and  no  treatment  is  con¬ 
ducted  without  his  sanction. 

10.  Child  Guidance  Clinic. 

The  number  of  new  cases  in  1956  totalled  199,  a  decrease  of  10  cases  on  the  1955 
figure  of  209.  Boys  accounted  for  69%  of  this  total,  a  ratio  of  approximately  2  boys  to  1 
girl. 

On  looking  at  the  table  giving  the  reason  for  referral,  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  highest 
proportion  of  boys  came  into  the  behaviour  disorder  group.  Half  of  these  boys  were  known 
delinquents,  having  a  record  of  stealing  or  assault.  The  group  containing  the  highest  pro¬ 
portion  of  girls  was  the  nervous  disorder  group. 

Of  all  the  children  referred,  31  were  known  to  have  I.Q.’s  of  under  85%. 


11.  Minor  Ailment  Clinics. 

During  1956,  nineteen  clinics  were  available  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  and 
4,080  cases  were  seen  compared  with  4,167  in  1955.  Of  these  cases  31%  were  skin  con¬ 
ditions.  There  was  a  slight  proportionate  increase  in  the  number  of  ringworm,  scabies  and 
impetigo  cases,  which  amounted  to  8%  of  all  skin  conditions  in  1956,  compared  with  6%  in 
1955. 

Of  the  440  minor  eye  conditions,  the  proportionate  number  of  blepharitis  and  conjunc¬ 
tivitis  cases  decreased  to  23%  compared  with  32%  in  1955. 


12.  The  following  Report  was  supplied  by  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer. 

The  welcome  trend  shown  in  last  year’s  report  whereby  the  dental  officer  strength 
moved  towards  more  whole-time  officers  continued  during  1956,  though  unfortunately  one 
whole-time  officer  was  on  the  sick  list  for  nearly  half  of  the  year.  The  number  of  sessions  of 
dental  officers  still  remained  the  lowest  in  the  North  Eastern  Area.  It  is  extremely  difficult 
to  persuade  whole-time  officers  to  take  posts  in  this  area.  The  distance  involved  and  poor 
public  transport  facilities,  preclude  the  effective  use  of  part-time  officers  who  come  chiefly 
from  the  Birmingham  Area.  In  addition  to  one  officer  working  whole-time  in  the  Area,  one 
whole-time  officer  from  the  Central  Area  devotes  one  day  a  week  regularly  to  assist  in  the 
North  Eastern  Area,  and  it  is  hoped  to  send  a  mobile  clinic  into  the  Area  for  a  part  of  the  coming 
year.  The  remaining  areas  are  fairly  evenly  staffed  in  relation  to  the  number  of  school  chil¬ 
dren. 

A  smaller  number  of  children  were  inspected  in  schools  in  1956  owing  to  the  increased 
pressure  from  parents  requesting  treatment  of  their  children  as  special  cases.  This  was  particu¬ 
larly  so  in  the  Solihull  and  Rugby  Areas.  Once  more  the  school  population  rose  considerably 
so  that  some  ground  was  lost  in  the  periodic  inspection  and  treatment. 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  orthodontic  treatment,  and  during  the  year 
over  1,500  attendances  were  made.  On  January  1st,  119  children  were  under  treatment, 
and  during  the  year  treatment  was  commenced  for  a  further  247,  but  was  concluded  for  only 
152  so  that  the  number  under  treatment  has  risen  considerably.  A  disturbing  proportion 
of  these  152  did  not  complete  treatment  because  there  was  insufficient  co-operation  to  make 
a  worthwhile  result  possible.  Treatment  usually  takes  quite  a  long  time  to  complete  and, 
unless  parents  will  accept  responsibility  for  seeing  that  their  children  co-operate  fully,  there 
will  continue  to  be  disappointments  resulting  in  much  wasted  time  and  effort.  Such  waste 
can  ill  be  afforded  while  so  many  children  are  in  urgent  need  of  extractions  and  fillings.  No 
new  fixed  clinics  were  opened,  but  delivery  of  two  new  mobile  clinics  were  taken  bringing  the 
total  to  seven. 

There  was  unexpected  delay  in  the  provision  of  the  necessary  fittings  to  allow  the 
portable  X-ray  machine  to  be  used  in  every  clinic  and  this,  together  with  the  petrol  restrictions 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  precluded  much  use  being  made  of  the  machine.  However,  the  ex¬ 
perience  so  far  gained  with  the  machine  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  it  is  hoped  to  expand 
this  service  considerably  in  the  coming  year.  Apart  from  this  no  alteration  was  made 
in  the  arrangements  planned  for  treatment  on  account  of  the  rationing  of  petrol,  this  being 
normally  the  period  of  the  year  when  mobile  clinics  are  based  at  the  larger  schools  to  lessen 
travelling  difficulties  in  bad  weather. 

There  is  a  great  shortage  of  dental  surgeons  in  all  the  services  in  the  Country.  However, 
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13.  Tuberculosis. 

(a)  Pulmonary. 

During  the  year,  22  boys  and  26  girls  were  notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease. 
They  were  in  the  age  group  of  5-14.  Four  cases  were  transfers  from  another  authority,  thus 
making  44  cases  in  Warwickshire  children.  This  was  a  similar  number  to  that  shown  in  1955, 
when  there  were  40  cases. 

Table  13  shows  that  62%  of  the  1956  cases  occurred  in  the  North-Eastern  Area  and 
the  Central  Area  of  the  County. 

Of  the  48  cases,  36  were  notified  in  a  very  early  stage  (primary  lesions  included),  4  were 
in  the  intermediate  stage  of  the  disease,  and  2  in  an  advanced  stage.  In  6  cases,  the  stage  of 
the  disease  was  unknown. 

(b)  Non-Pulmonary. 

During  the  year  there  were  8  notifications  of  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
Three  of  these  were  transfers  from  other  Counties.  Half  of  the  8  cases  were  mild  infections 
of  the  lymph  glands,  but  the  other  4  were  very  serious,  3  being  cases  of  meningitis  and  the 
other  tubercular  peritonitis. 

In  1957  the  whole  of  Warwickshire  will  become  a  specified  area,  i.e.,  all  milk  sold 
within  the  County  will  either  be  tuberculin  tested  or  pasteurised.  Milk  supplied  to  all  schools, 
maintained  and  independent,  is  now  examined  and  supervised  by  the  Health  Department. 

14.  Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  10  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurring  in  school  children  during  1956,  which 
amounted  to  67%  of  all  notifications  in  the  County.  Six  of  the  cases  were  paralytic  and  four 
non-paralytic.  This  was  much  lower  than  the  1955  number  of  25,  15  of  which  were  paralytic. 

Follow-up  of  the  1955  paralytic  cases,  revealed  : — 

1  died. 

7  had  residual  paralysis  of  varying  degree.  (One  or  two  only  likely  to  require 
special  schooling). 

5  had  no  paralysis. 

2  No  information  available. 

Follow-up  of  the  1956  paralytic  cases  were  as  follows 

5  had  residual  paralysis  of  varying  degree  (2  likely  to  require  special  schooling). 

1  had  no  paralysis. 

During  1956,  a  limited  amount  of  vaccine  was  available  to  Local  Authorities,  and 
certain  children  born  in  the  years  1947-1954  were  considered  for  vaccination.  Vaccinations 
were  carried  out  in  May  and  the  beginning  of  June  and  again  in  November.  During  this 
period,  nearly  2,000  school  children  were  vaccinated.  The  intervening  months  were  regarded 
as  the  probable  polio  danger  period. 

Following  investigations  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination,  it  has 
been  decided  that  the  distribution  of  vaccine  to  local  health  authorities  will  in  future  continue 
throughout  the  year.  They  have  found  no  evidence  to  suggest  that  poliomyelitis  is  provoked 
by  the  use  of  vaccine  during  the  summer  months.  It  will,  however,  be  left  to  the  discretion 
of  individual  medical  officers  of  health  to  determine  whether  to  suspend  vaccination  in  their 
area  at  any  time  should  this  be  considered  necessary. 

15.  Louse  Infestation. 

During  1956,  school  nurses  carried  out  over  190,000  examinations  and  found  1,101 
individual  pupils  with  infested  heads.  This  was  a  reduction  on  the  1955  figure  of  1,533,  and 
the  following  figures  shew  the  overall  improvement  which  has  occurred  during  the  last  3 
years.

Owing  to  the  large  infestation  rate  in  the  North  Eastern  Area,  a  special  study  of  the 
problem  in  the  area  was  made  last  year,  details  of  which  appeared  in  my  annual  report.  School 
nurses  were  urged  to  concentrate  on  the  persistently  infested  families,  and  the  above  figures 
shew  the  great  improvement  which  has  occurred.  The  North  Eastern  Area  has  the  greatest 
density  of  persons  per  room  in  the  County,  whilst  Areas  1  and  5,  shewing  the  lowest  rates, 
have  the  lowest  density  of  persons  per  room. 

Table  19  gives  the  position  of  the  infestation  rates  in  the  schools  and  this  shows  quite 
clearly  the  higher  prevalence  of  infestation  which  appears  amongst  the  girls.  There  were 
239  schools  (67%)  having  no  infestation  amongst  the  boys,  but  only  168  (47%)  amongst 
the  girls.  The  overall  figures,  however,  shew  a  much  lowered  percentage  infested  during  1956. 


16.  Deaths  of  School  Children. 

The  Registrar-General’s  details  of  deaths  which  occurred  in  1956  are  not  yet  available. 
Deaths  in  the  age  group  5-14  years  for  1955  numbered  30,  compared  with  37  in  1954.

It  will  be  noted  that  47%,  approximately  one-half,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  were 
due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents,  or  other  types  of  accidents.  This  was  an  increase  on  the 
1954  figures,  of  11  out  of  37  deaths. 


17.  Handicapped  Pupils. 

As  I  have  previously  mentioned,  the  general  provision  for  this  group  of  children,  with 
the  exception  of  the  educationally  sub-normal  is  fairly  adequate  and  the  waiting  time  for 
places  in  schools  reasonable.  There  is  however  still  the  small  group  of  multi-handicaps  for 
whom  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  suitable  places,  and  in  consequence  most  of  these  children 
continue  to  be  provided  with  home  tuition. 

Blind  and  Partially  Blind. 

One  totally  blind  child  was  ascertained  in  1956  bringing  the  total  number  on  the 
register  to  12.  Of  this  total,  11  children  were  in  special  schools  for  the  blind,  the  remaining 
child  awaiting  admission  to  a  similar  school.  Seven  partially  sighted  children  also  came 
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onto  the  register  in  1956,  making  a  total  of  47  altogether.  Of  these  28  were  in  special  schools, 
7  were  aw  aiting  places  and  the  remaining  children  were  either  having  home  tuition  or  attending 
ordinary  schools. 

Deaf  and  Partially  Deaf. 

This  type  of  child  is  catered  for  in  special  schools  outside  the  County.  During  1956, 
5  deaf  children  were  ascertained  and  5  partially  deaf,  bringing  the  total  on  register  to  51  and 
37  respectively.  The  number  of  children  in  special  schools  amounted  to  66,  and  10  were 
awaiting  places.  Certain  children  having  been  provided  with  deaf-aids  are  able  to  continue 
satisfactorily  in  ordinary  schools.  Altogether  26  children  have  now  been  provided  with  such 
aids  in  schools,  8  of  these  during  1956. 

Educationally  Sub-normal. 

The  total  number  on  the  register  in  this  category  now  amounts  to  698,  152  of  these 
being  ascertained  in  1956.  The  opening  of  the  Red  Deeps  Special  Day  School  was  undoubtedly 
an  outstanding  achievement  during  the  year  as  this  was  the  first  school  in  the  County  to  be 
specifically  built  for  the  purpose.  A  large  number  of  children  still  require  to  be  catered  for 
however  and  of  the  204  handicapped  pupils  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  1956,  154  (75%) 
came  into  the  educationally  sub-normal  group. 

Epileptic. 

During  the  year  4  children  were  newly  ascertained  bringing  the  total  on  register  to 
22.  Of  these,  9  were  in  special  schools,  the  majority  of  the  remainder  being  able  to  carry  on 
in  ordinary  schools. 

Maladjusted. 

New  ascertainments  in  1956  numbered  14  making  a  total  on  register  of  73.  Nearly 
half  of  these  have  been  placed  in  special  schools,  the  majority  of  the  remainder  being  on  trial 
in  the  ordinary  schools  or  having  home  tuition. 

Physically  Handicapped. 

During  1956,  30  new  cases  were  ascertained,  bringing  the  total  number  ascertained 
to  219.  Sixty  of  these  were  receiving  special  schooling  and  a  further  12  were  on  waiting  lists 
for  admission.  Of  the  remaining  children,  121  were  able  to  carry  on  in  ordinary  schools  and 
16  were  receiving  home  tuition. 

On  looking  at  the  type  of  physically  handicapped  child  admitted  to  Tudor  Grange  and 
Exhall  Grange,  it  will  be  seen  that  spastic  and  similar  conditions  amount  to  one  half  of  the 
total  cases  resident,  post-polio  cases  17%,  T.B.  joints  and  bone  infections  13%.  It  should  be 
noted  that  these  are  not  all  Warwickshire  children. 

Delicate  Children. 

Seventeen  children  were  ascertained  in  1956,  bringing  the  total  on  register  to  80. 
Twelve  of  these  children  were  receiving  special  schooling  but  the  majority  of  the  remainder 
were  able  to  attend  ordinary  schools. 

18.  Ineducable. 

On  ascertainment,  this  type  of  child  is  referred  to  the  Mental  Health  Officer.  During 
1956,  30  new  children  were  notified  and  for  the  years  1955/56  this  amounted  to  a  rate  of 
approximately  0.4  per  1,000  school  children,  a  decrease  of  approximately  half  on  the  rate 
for  the  previous  two  years. 

The  notification  of  a  child  under  this  category  means  that  it  is  completely  removed 
from  the  normal  stream  of  education.  In  some  cases  the  child  is  able  to  attend  occupation 
centres,  but  where  this  is  not  possible,  the  child  spends  its  life  at  home  or  in  an  institution. 

Children  in  occupation  centres  are  constantly  kept  under  observation  and  if  there  is  a 
possibility  that  they  may  benefit  by  normal  methods  of  education,  notification  can  be  revoked 
after  an  examination  by  an  approved  officer.
